The site of the new scheme is a 
perfect natural “harbour with a 
thirteen-fathom channel and other 
advantages believed ‘to be unique on 
the whole coast of Eust Africa. 
Named Mto Mtwara, it lies at the

25 miles from the frontier with 
lPortuguese territory.—Reuter.

Among — the 
worshippers then were Field Mar- 
shals Gerd Von Runstedt and Walther 
Von Brauchltsch as well as Admiral 
Voss, of the Germany Navy.—Assa- 
clated Press. .
